Nowhere is this more evident at the moment than 
n Aklavik, the greatest fur-trading post in the 
world. I visited it this summer, a romantic little 
town built on the shifting silt of the Mackenzie 
delta, so far from civilization that it costs Eaton’s 
ilmost seven dollars to airmail a catalogue to a

\klavik, baking in the 82-degree summer heat, 
looked to me at first glance like a boom town. 
There had been new building everywhere. Fresh

Yet the hard fact is that Aklavik is in the middle
